Prof. W. C. Woodworth of the State 


University then addressed the Club on 
the topic of the Red Spider. He open- 
ed his remarks by stating that the 
spider is a new species and is not de- 
scribed in existing books now com- 
| mon. It is a different spider than 
| that found in the greenhouses in the 
East and on the almonds and other 
deciduous trees in the northern part 
of the State and also to those found in 
Florida. A mite belongs to the group 
of' spiders and not insects and we 
therefore find it is a different creature 
to treat with insecticides. A peculi- 


j arity of the eggs of this,mite is that 
they are onion shaped. It is the only 
one known which does not lay round 
eggs. "When the egg hatches it does 
so by splitting around its equator and 
leaves the top almost in the same 
place anchored by the tiny web threads 
which run irom the onion-top like guy 
ropes to a derrick. The young mite 
when first hatched has six legs but 
afterwards acquires two more; in every 
other particular it is like the adult. 
The egg after being deposited hatches 
in about seven clays and the young

N. E. Rep. GT4, the Supreme Court of 
Indiana holds that n. natural gas com- 
pany which has been permitted by the 
city to lay its mains In the streets for 
the imri.>oso of furnishing the citizens 
with natural gas, is bound to furnish 
it to every citizen who makes applica- 
tion therefor and complies with the 
reasonable regulations of the company, 
and that the failure of its supply of 
natural gas is not a sufficient legal rea- 
son for the refusal to supply new cus- 
tom^ra. The court says that the com- 
pany's powers .insgsh granted in consid- 
eration for its engagement to bring to 
the community a public benefit, and 
that if the beneficial agency shall fall 
short, It can make no difference in the 
right of all to participate In it on equal 
terms. 


A Relic of Barbarism. 


The time-honored custom of giving 


the bride her husband's name on the 
wedding day is a relic of the epoch 
when woman was a mere appendage. 
She was an Integral portion of the 
gens or family, now of her father, now 
of her brother, now of her husband. 
She had not Independent entity of her 
own. 
Hence she took over the sur- 


name of her legal protector, giving up 
that of her father. Names were a la- 
bel indicating ownership, and changed 
accordingly.

many wild tribes—the child received 
the mother's name, or the appellation 
of her gens, not that of the male par- 
ent.

members, and the first outward sign 
of female emancipation, when it does 
come, will be the 
maintenance by 


young wives of their maiden names, 
with or without the 
patronymic of 


their husbands. 
Why should it not bo 


so even now? A wife Is said to be her 
husband's half, very often she is his 
better half. 
Is It not meet that this 


relation should appear In the family 
name? 
The dualism of family mimes 


is no unheard of Innovation. 
In Bel- 


glum man ami wife very often unite 
surnames when they bind hands and 
hearts, and "double-barreled" 
names 


are as plentiful as blackberries in au- 
tumn. 
They have usually u distin- 


guished ring about them as if they 
were titles of nobility. Sometimes they 
are alarmingly King; that, however, is 
not the fault of the system, but only 
of the country.

the contributions made to the world's 
Industrial progress by the university 
laboratory. The university, through 
patient research and experiment, un- 
locked from this apparently useless by- 
product elements that have not only 
been a blessing to humanity but which 
have been the source of erent wealth. 
It Is doubtless a fact that very many of 
the great advances of recent years in 
manufacture 
and commerce may be 


traced to the patient Investigation of a 
university professor in a university 
•vrorUshnp. V's are now entering upon 
the greatest industrial age in all human 
history, when all the civilized nations 
are coming into free competition in the 
world's markets. In this world-wide 
industrial contest the nation will be su- 
preme where the manufacturer ie put 
n closest touch with the forces of na- 
ture, which are the sources of wealth, 
and In this work the university labora- 
tory will be n more important factor 
than ever before.

Does Spray Injure Blossoms? 


I have been asked by many as to 


whether distillate spray will injure 
the bloom of orange trees. No answers 
have been given for the obvious reason 
that as far as I wn« itware, no one 
knew. 
Mr. Taylor of North Alhamhra 


sprayed four acres of orange trees last 
March just as the buds were ready to 
burst into bloom. 
Thirty trees show- 


ed heavy damage, but investigation 
poved that these trees were sprayed 
from the settlings of the, tank. 
No 


apparent damage was done to the crop 
on the other trees. AH a general propo- 
sition the bloom ot citrus trees is more 
resistant than the fresh growing foil- 
age, and experiments now under way 
in other orchards at Alhambra will no 
doubt demonstrate this anew, and in- 
dicate the strength of clistilate that 
may be applied safely to blossoming 
tiei-H. The data will be useful for 
another vear.—Times.

The 
fruit, 
when of 
f u l l 
sine, 


changes to a light green color, next 
becomes of 'a striking waxy white, in 
its third stage a lemon color and lastly 
ripening into a bright red scarlet. It 
seems impossible in its waxv white 
stage that, it could ever turn to bril- 
liant scarlet. 
When in this wax-like 


stage the 
fruit is very hard and ap- 


pears, to be able to take as rough usage, 
as a potato. Frpm this stage in its 
progress towards ripeness a sufficient 
interval will elapse to ship the fruit 
to Eil rope and hack hefort; it would he 
matured into the tender-skinned, red, 
ripe fruit. 
The fruits are of good size 


and attractive in shape. With some, 
the variety has proved but moderately 
productive, but on very rich ground it 
has cropped well."

To Study Walnut Disease 


An interesting piece of agricultural 


news comes from Orange county. It is 
that Prof. X. 15. 1'Jurcc Ihe governmen- 
tal pathologist, has 
iHirchased ten 


acres of land near Anaheim to be used 
as a scientific experimental station. 
Prof. Pierce has for years been giving 
his »tt+«ntion to bacteria! diseases ao 
they affect plant life, and the first to 
receive his attention at the new station 
will be the walnut disease. A portion 
of the land will be planted to walnuts, 
from which point of vantage the pro- 
fessor and his assistants may work out 
some valuable discoveries and profi- 
table experience. 


Prof. Pierce is also planting two or 


three acres of resistant grape vines 
from which to study the 
liability of 


these vint'H to the "mysterious grape 
disvase" which depleted or destroyed 
hundreds of vineyards from its begin- 
ning near Aiiiihcim 
eighteen years 


ago. 
It has not been thought hereto- 


fore that phylloxera risistant vines 
were more resistant to the California 
vine dipease than the natural roots of 
the vittis vinifera, or California grape. 
While the mysterious disease 
I'M not 


nearly so virulent as it was a few years 
ago, the report showing that the vine- 
yards of Southern California 
were 


never in better general condition, yet 
tht malady is slowly grinding along 
here and there destroying tine vines, 
and even vineyards. Prof. 
Pierre's 


experiments, always watched w i t h in- 
terest, will attract unumia! attention, 
directed as they are toward tin- solu- 
tion of two of the most difficult prob- 
lems confronting the 
fruit growers of 


tho state.—Times.

water is strontr enough and the results 
have been entirely satisfactory if the 
Hprayint! i* done thoroughly and three 
weeks before the buds open.

be well for peach growers who are 
troubled w i t h curl leaf to make a note 
of this. 
The term 
"spraying" is 


sometimes misleading as applied t 
sap-sucking insects and 
fungus dis- 


eases, and, on the other hand, to leaf 
or fruit-eatiiiL' insects. 
In the former 


cases the trees need to be drenched 
rather than sprayed, while in the lat- 
ter the graving 
slu-uld be so gentle 


that the liquid does not 
run off ;>nil 


Irip, 
but merely rmuius in minute 


Irops upon the surface. In one case 
we seek to kill the insect or 
fungus 


germ by direct contact; in the other 
we edeavor to poison the 
fond of the 


insect, as in the. case of the canker 
worm, codling moth wrm, 
sawtly

Africa Infested by the tsetse fly have 
much to sny nbout It. There ts now 
evidence that the tsetse Is moving 
gradually to more northern regions, 
aud the cause is supposed to be that 
South Africa Is depleted of its large 
game, much of which Is moving north- 
ward to get away from hunters, and 
the tsetse fly Is going with It. 


The insect is only a little larger than 


the ordinary house fly, nnd it resem- 
bless the honeybee. Its sting is hardly 
as annoying as that of the mosquito, 
but near the base of the proboscis la a 
little bag which contains its poison. It 
lives on the Mooil of animals, nnd only 
a few species are fatally affected by 
Its bite. Cattle, horses and dogs, how- 
ever, cannot live when bitten by the 
tsetse fly. Natives who herd cattle 
and travelers who depend on horses 
end oxen must avoid the fly regions or 
lose their stock. For human beings ita 
bite has no serious consequences.
